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Lions reach non-quorum agreement

The Didsbury Lions Club 
has voted unanimously to ratify 
an agreement with the town for 
a pilot recycling project. 

Lion's recycling project co¬ 
ordinator Russ Croft said the 
club voted unanimously to ac¬ 
cept the agreement at a special 
meeting held on the issue last 
Saturday. 

"The agreement was ap¬ 
proved,” Croft said. "But we 
have one catch. There wasn't a 
quorum at our meeting so we 
can only initial the agreement 
instead of signing it.” 

But Croft said non-quorum 
agreement of the deal will help 
when it is taken to Didsbury 
Town Council for ratification. 

"We expect that the town 
will sign at their next meeting," 
he said. "And that will help any 
of the doubters in the club 
because they wanted a signed 
agreement with the town first. 
So, in effect, because we did 
not have a quorum, the town 
will sign before we have.” 

The recycling project 
agreement, initiated by the 
Lions Club, outlines a plan to 
start a pilot recycling project 
within the town of Didsbury. 
Under the agreement, the Lions 
will manage a town owned fa¬ 
cility for the collection, sorting 
and disposal of recyclable 
paper, plastic and glass. 

Town administrator Mike 
Storey said application for pro¬ 
vincial grants to build and 
equip the project will be made 
this week. Tentative location of 
the facility is behind the town 


bus garage, on town-owned 
land. Final approval of the site 
will be made when word on the 
grant application is received. 
Storey said an answer on fund¬ 
ing is expected sometime in 
September. 

"We are just finishing get¬ 
ting quotes from UFA on the 


building,” Storey said. "And 
then we will be sending in the 
application. Their indication is 
that we will hear within 6 to 8 
weeks of the application date.” 

The funding application re¬ 
quests grant money to cover 
capitol expenses for the proj¬ 
ect. Those costs include the 


purchase and construction of 
the facility itself, a compactor, 
pallet jack, fork lift and glass 
crusher. Each will be used to 
prepare the recyclable materi¬ 
als for sale. 

With entire approval of the 
project by the Lions Club, the 
town and Alberta Environment, 


Storey said he expects the proj¬ 
ect can begin full operation by 
late September or early Oc¬ 
tober. 

Earlier collection of ma¬ 
terial may begin this summer if 
a temporary facility for collec¬ 
tion can be located.

After about 5 years of debating renovation versus starting over, 
we have finally bitten the bullet and begun a whole new house. 
There are several reasons for our taking years to make this deci¬ 
sion, money is the major factor, of course, followed closely by 
time. But there are other things that have delayed the start of con¬ 
struction, largest of which is a communication problem as basic as 
the difference between man and woman. 

My idea of a great house is one that is generously sized but not 
so big that I can't clean it myself, filled with light and color, lots of 
closets, bookshelves, cupboards and decks, easy care floors, big 
windows with wide sills for plants, open spaces, but enough walls 
to hang a lot of pictures, and an outside entry that accommodates 
boots and chore clothes and leads into a big windowed basement 
that can be developed into a couple more bedrooms and a family/ 
playroom/whatever where I can leave my sewing set up for weeks 
on end. (Actually I do that now but it makes our dining room look 
like a Salvation Army Clothing Depot). Sounds pretty simple and 
straightforward doesn't it? Nothing decadent about this plan, 
modest really. In my mind's eye this is a cozy cottage with Ralph 
and I tottering about in our declining years, welcoming our 
children and grandchildren into our Country Kitchen, having our 
coffee on the wide tiered deck that overlooks the sunken garden 
(where the old house used to be), watching the seasons change 
from the window in the big Master Bedroom. I haven't figured out 
how we are going to totter up the flight of steps that make the big 
basement windows possible but no plan is without some small 
fault. 

Ralph has been interpreting my plan as something the Cormies 
would have implemented before the fall. 

His plan is similar to mine except that we cut 3 feet off the guest 
room, 4 feet off the untiered deck, 3 out of the Master Bedroom 
and 1 out of each of the bathrooms. He wants to use the old wood- 
burning stove from this house instead of the cute little glass front 
model I had in mind, he thinks a heat light in a bathroom is deca¬ 
dent, that extra TV hookups are immoral and that oversize 
bathtubs and showers led to the decline of the Roman Empire.

Both of us were wrong but I think you can see why it has taken 
some time for us to come to understanding and compromise. We 
are going to use the old woodburning stove, and the built-in china 
cabinet and buffet from this house, we are not having heat lights in 
the somewhat diminished bathrooms, the guest room is admitted¬ 
ly small, we are taking only 1 foot out of the Master Bedroom and 
the unshortened deck may be tiered later. I am still negotiating the 
sunken garden. 

They dug the basement on the day of our 31st anniversary and 
I, of course, was elated. "How shall we celebrate our anniversary 
honey,?" I asked, envisioning candlelight and wine. "Perhaps,” he 
said gloomily, "you could make some bologna sandwiches and we 
could sit at the edge of our hole and dangle our feet." 

Most importantly, we are communicating and it looks like we 
will continue to do so. Friends tell us that the real test comes when 
we begin to furnish the house and choose carpets, colors and fix¬ 
tures but I'm not worried. If we survived the big plan crisis we can 
survive carpets and colors and truthfully I'd live with him in a tent 
over anyone else in a castle. I can't guarantee that I'd be nice about 
it, but I'd stay there. 

Ralph, his brother Julien, my brother-in-law Jack and our son 
Mark have done all the shingling, insulating, siding, wiring and 
plumbing. The kitchen cupboard lady was here this week and 
when she was measuring she had a question about the plumbing 
for the dishwasher. "Are you friendly with the plumber,?" she ask¬ 
ed me. "Pretty friendly," I told her, "I sleep with him." She 
became very interested in her measurements and pretended that 
she hadn't heard but I'm darned grateful that I'm still friendly with 
the plumber and I sincerely hope that he and I do totter into old 
age in this house. It wouldn't be any fun without him.

Innovative research trust now in 
business 


A pilot project is underway 
that could change the future of 
livestock research in Canada 

The Canada/Alberta Live¬ 
stock Research Trust Inc., a 
non-profit organization involving 
both the livestock industries and 
Agriculture Canada's Lethbridge 
Research Station, has begun its 
first projects 

Under the Trust's innovative 
structure, direction comes from 
representatives of Alberta's beef, 
dairy and sheep producer associ¬ 
ations. Research is carried out by 
Agriculture Canada scientists. 

"The Trust will provide 
input from the livestock industry 
into research, and enhance 
technology transfer to the indus¬ 
try," says Glenn Coulter, Head 
of Livestock Sciences at the 
Lethbridge Station and Agricul¬ 
ture Canada's representative to 
the Trust. "It is also intended to 
develop a process where the 
agribusiness community and 
producers have the confidence to 
inject new resources into live¬ 
stock research " 

The Trust uses the facilities 
and expertise at the Lethbridge 
Livestock Sciences Section and 
the 42,000-acre Onefour ranch 
south of Manyberries. The Trust 
has assumed ownership of the 
Lethbridge Station's entire live¬ 
stock inventory: more than 1,950 
beef cattle, 155 dairy cattle and 
555 sheep Livestock sale pro¬ 
ceeds will be reinvested in Trust 
research projects. Staff include 
17 scientists specializing in a 
variety of livestock research 
areas. 

"This is a pilot project in 
every sense of the word," says 
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Coulter, "but we have every 
confidence it is a model for the 
future This approach offers 
significant opportunities for Agri¬ 
culture Canada stations across 
the country. 

"We need leading-edge 
livestock research for our indus¬ 
try to remain competitive, and we 
have to be innovative in 
developing the critical mass to 
accomplish that." 


Promotional presentations 
are planned to commercial 
animal health and production 
companies and other organiza¬ 
tions that depend on livestock 
research.

During the warm summer 
months of July and August, the 
use of off-highway vehicles is 
very popular. An off-highway 
vehicle is defined as being any 
motorized vehicle designed for 
cross-country travel on land, 
water, snow, ice, marsh or 
swamp land or on other natural 
terrain and includes motor 
cycles, minibikes or all terrain 
vehicles. Off-highway vehicles 
like motor vehicles are subject to 
regulations. 

Firstly, an off-highway ve¬ 


hicle must be registered unless 
the vehicle is used on one's own 
land or the land owner has given 
permission to operate the vehicle 
on his land. 

Secondly, all off-highway 
vehicles must be insured, no 
exceptions 

Finally, any individual under 
the age of 14 can not operate an 
off-highway vehicle unless an 
adult is seated next to that 
individual or in close proximity 
Although one might consider 
these rules as part of the norm, it 


is surprising how often they are 
broken. 

No tickets were issued under 
the Off Highway Vehicle Act 
during the period of June 24, 
1992 to J uly 7, 1992; however, 22 
traffic tickets were issued as well 
as 1 Liquor Control Act ticket. A 
total of 145 complaints were filed 
during this time period, 7 of 
which were motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents. As well, 27 criminal code 
related files were opened

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Boundary creation questioned 


Dear Editor: 

As you read this, a team of 
Conservative MLAs is rewriting 
Alberta history in the most 
arrogant way possible-they are 
drawing the boundaries that will 
determine their constituencies, 
mine and those of the other 
Opposition representatives in the 
next election. 

The failure of the govern¬ 
ment's first attempt to redraw 
electoral boundaries is a direct 
result of the Getty government's 
manipulation of the legal ground 
rules governing an appointed 
citizen commission's process. 

The government imposed 
conditions that had the effect of 
protecting the Conservative 
Party's current hold on rural 
Alberta. These conditions forced 
creation of what came to be 
known as "rurban" constituen¬ 
cies, wherein large numbers of 
both urban and rural people were 
to be represented by the same 
MLA. 


Rurban ridings and other 
anomalies created a great outcry 
from both rural and urban 
Albertans when the commis¬ 
sion's first try at new boundaries 
were put to public hearings this 
spring. As a result, the commis¬ 
sion was unable to agree on a 
final recommendation. The pro¬ 
cess, which had cost Albertans 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
fell into chaos 

Don Getty's best effort at a 
new process has been the 
creation of a committee of MLAs 
to draw the lines He personally 
rejected an Opposition plea that 
the boundaries be determined by 
a J udge 

Democracy means that the 
people are sovereign; it should be 
the people who determine how 
they want their representatives 
elected. There is something 
fundamentally wrong with MLAs 
drawing their own boundaries. 
The danger of the lines being 
drawn to a favour a political party 


instead of to serve the public is 
too great 

To our knowledge, while 
MLAs have been involved in 
previous boundary redistribu¬ 
tions, their involvement has 
always been balanced by the 
presence of independent people 
and an impartial chairperson on 
the commission redrawing the 
lines. 

An all-MLA committee is a 
historical first for Alberta, one we 
could well do without. That is 
why I and Ray Martin have jointly 
withdrawn from the process. 
People want honest politics They 
are tired of manipulation. For 
that reason, I and my Party could 
not participate in a process 
riddled with conflict of interest 
and at the mercy of a Tory 
majority.

Agreement reached on all 
Public Sector Pension Plans--un- 
funded liability reduced by 
almost $5 billion. 

Following an extensive one- 


year consultation process, agree¬ 
ment has been reached on 
pension reform for all five public 
sector pension plans Terms of 
agreement have recently been 
concluded with the Universities 
Academic, Special Forces, and 
Public Service Management pen¬ 
sion boards on their respective 
plans. The Public Service and 
Local Authorities pension plan 
agreements were announced in 
March 1992 The five agreements 
have reduced the province's 
unfunded pension liability by 
nearly $5 billion, from $5.5 billion 
to less than $600 million. 

A key provision of the 
agreements is to establish a 
separate pension fund for each 
plan with financial assets invest¬ 
ed solely for the benefit of the 
specific plan members Respon¬ 
sibility for costs accrued in

administering the pension plans 
will rest with each individual 
pension plan fund rather than the 
government. 

When fully phased in, 
contribution rate increases will 
ensure that future service is fully 
funded. Cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ments (COLA) will be guaranteed 
at 60% of the Alberta consumer 
price index. For future service, 
COLA will only be increased if 
funds are available and employee 
and employer contributions are 
increased to cover the higher 
level of inflation protection 

Participants will play a 
significant role in the manage¬ 
ment of their pension plans, as 
requested by employee and 
employer groups. A new Board 


will be established for each plan 
as of January 1, 1993, with 
employee and employer repre¬ 
sentation 

Agreement has also been 
reached between government 
and Alberta's 40,000 retired and 
active teachers regarding major 
reforms to their pension plan 
The agreement stabilizes the 
Teachers' Retirement Fund and 
establishes a plan to eliminate its 
estimated $3.2 billion unfunded 
liability. 

Under a new funding ar¬ 
rangement, government will con¬ 
tribute into the fund rather than 
paying half the cost of retired 
teachers' pensions. Teachers will 
match government contributions 
and pay about one dollar for 


every two dollars government 
contributes toward paying off the 
plan's unfunded liability. COLA 
is guaranteed at 60% of the 
Alberta consumer price index for 
service before January 1, 1993 
and will be set at 70% for service 
after January 1, 1993. Teachers 
will be paying the entire cost of 
moving from 60% to 70% COLA. 

As your MLA, I believe 
these agreements are fiscally 
responsible and meet the inter¬ 
ests of Alberta taxpayers as well 
as public sector pension plan 
agreements.

Canada's income depends, 
to a large extent, on trade. We 
have heard a great deal about 
international trade and the 
necessity of removing interna¬ 
tional barriers to trade. 

Canada must also remove 
trade barriers between prov¬ 
inces It is estimated that barriers 


between provinces cost Canadi¬ 
ans 0.5% - 1.0% of the Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP). In more 
personal terms, this is a loss of 
income of $500-$1,000 per year 
per family of four. 

The Constitution Act of 1867 
clearly states: "All articles of 
growth, produce or manufacture 
of any of the provinces shall, 
from and after the union, be 
admitted free into each of the 
other provinces." Although the 
principle of unrestricted trade 


within our country is not new 
there are many barriers in force 
today. The minister responsible 
for Constitutional affairs has said 
that removal of interprovincial 
barriers is a necessary part of 
Constitutional renewal. 

Governments at all levels 
must recognize the adverse 
effects of internal trade barriers 
to the overall competitiveness of 
our country and the financial cost 
to each Canadian.

Alberta Agriculture 
caucus meets AWSA

Four Directors of Alberta 
Women in Support of Agriculture 
met with M.L.A.s representing 
the Conservative, NDP and 
Liberal parties on June 11th, 
1992 to discuss various farm 
issues and lobby the Agriculture 
Caucus for their support. 

President, Margaret Linklat- 
er, Vice-President, Elaine Deeg, 
Past President Martha Andrews 
and Director Ann West requested 
continued support for the Rural 
Child Care Pilot Project which 
has proven to be a success. The 
year-long project finally showed 
that there is a solution to child 
care on the farm-as opposed to 
taking children on farm machin¬ 
ery with the parent, or locking 
the child in a small pen while 
chores are being completed The 
group asked that the government 
provide continued financial sup¬ 
port for this most important 
aspect of farming 

The grain transportation 
issue was also raised, question¬ 
ing the members of the progress 
to date Although the organiza¬ 
tion supports the pay-the-pro- 
ducer philosophy, AWSA Direc¬ 
tors noted that the Federal and 


Provincial governments should 
work together to come up with a 
solution equitable to all farmers. 

Another very important part 
of farming, the value-added 
industry, was again presented to 
the agriculture caucus as a means 
of providing extra income to the 
agriculture industry and reducing 
farm subsidies. 

Finally, AWSA requested 
that the agriculture industry, the 
urban consumer and school 
children be provided with infor¬ 
mation through District Agricul¬ 
turalists, Classroom Agriculture 
Program and Agriculture in the 
Classroom to combat the nega¬ 
tive publicity being circulated 
regarding human consumption of 
beef The Directors provided the 
MLA s with an Issues and 
Answers paper prepared by Ross 
Gould, Alberta Agriculture, 
which discusses the issues of 
waste or misallocation of re¬ 
sources, damage to the environ¬ 
ment, safety and wholesomeness 
of beef in our meat counters, and 
the mistreatment of cattle 

Directors of Alberta Women 
in Support of Agriculture meet 
with members of the Legislative 
Assembly each year to discusss 
their concerns.

Town sued over sledding 
accident

A lawsuit claiming over 
$800,000 in damages has been 
laid against the Town of Sundre 

The suit came as a result of a 
sledding accident at the town's 
Snake Hill recreation park which 
happened in January of 1991. 

Sundre resident Michael 
Mulligan was sent to a Calgary 
hospital by STARS air ambulance 
after his tube sled slid out of 
control and hit a tree. Mulligan 
suffered a number of injuries in 


the accident, including fractures 
in the lower spine and ribs 

News of the suit was made 
public at the last Sundre Town 
Council meeting Council mem¬ 
bers were told Mulligan was 
claiming negligence on the part 
of the town for the design and 
operation of the tobogganing hill. 

Claims for damages against 
the town include $150,000 for 
general damages, $100,000 for 
past loss of income and out of 


pocket expenses, $55,803 for 
Alberta Health Care expenses, 
$100,000 for future medical costs 
and $400,000 for future loss of 
income. 

Mulligan's wife is also 
claiming damages as a result of 
the accident in the amount of 
$10,000

Travis Conrad, while other runs 
were delivered by Darren Burrell 
and Bobby Covey. 

Defensively, catcher Blake 
Denischuk aided Marten's cause 
as he threw out two Whitecourt 
runners trying to steal bases at 
second and third. 

To advance to the champion¬ 


ship game, the Cannons com¬ 
piled an umblemished record in 
round robin play, defeating 
Hanna 11 to 0, Whitecourt 11 to 
3, Devon 13 to 3 and Vermilion 13 
to 0. 

In the first game against 
Hanna, Blake Denischuk and 
Curtis Pieper combined to throw 
a no hitter as they handcuffed the 
Hanna batters through four 
innings. Meanwhile, at the plate, 
the Cannons struggled for two 
innings as they had trouble 
hitting Hanna's pitcher Justin 
Morgan, who at times had control 
problems as five of the Cannons 
runs were scored on either walks 
or passed balls.

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Biologist Warns: Plastic 
wildlife don't mix

Careless attitudes toward 
garbage in the wilderness can 
lead to a slow, agonizing death 
for fish, birds and mammals. 
Styrofoam and plastics pose the 
biggest threat to wildlife because 
they are sometimes eaten. The 
materials can become lodged 
inside the body and bring the 
digestive process to a halt. 

That's the warning from 
Barbara Hanbidge, biologist with 
Ducks Unlimited Canada (DU) in 
Saskatoon "With fishing and 
camping now in full swing, 
veterinarians, conservation offi¬ 
cers and agencies like DU start 
receiving requests to save crea¬ 
tures injured by human gar¬ 
bage." 

Hanbidge says garbage 
damage done to wildlife falls into 
three categories: animals con¬ 
suming materials which are not 
biodegradable, animals feeding 
near fishing areas and animals 
entangled in garbage 

"This first area is probably 
the most significant and the most 
difficult to document because 
animals don't check themselves 
into a hospital for help. Styro 
foam and plastic from coolers, 


bait containers, beach toys and 
other recreational equipment 
breaks down into small pieces 
which are mistaken for floating 
food. The white packing chips re 
the biggest problem They are so 
light and easily carried by wind 
and water that they find their way 
into water systems hundreds of 
miles from their source." 

"Fish, ducks, pelicans, 
geese and other birds see these 
tiny items on the water and 
gobble them up But their 
digestive system eventually be¬ 
comes plugged because it can't 
process these synthetic materi¬ 
als. The animal basically starves. 
It's a long, slow death And it's 
happening every day, coast to 
coast, because we continue to 
leave synthetic materials in the 
wilderness and the water " 

The second problem is 
exemplified by a recent news 
story out of Calgary where a duck 
had its bill locked shut by a fish 
hook. The duck obviously mistook 
the piece of fishing tackle as 
genuine food and went for it. This 
is a relatively common occur¬ 
rence in parks and recreation 
areas where people feed ducks 


and geese. Waterfowl easily 
adapt to human presence. They 
become accustomed to eating 
whatever people throw out, 
whether it's bread crusts or Lazy 
Ikes. 

Entangled animals make up 
the third group. Birds and 
mammals, and even fish, are 
curious critters. They like to 
investigate new and interesting 
things they find. But, they are 
easily trapped in seemingly 
simple items such as discarded 
webbing from landing nets, 
throw-away fish line, plastic 
bags, plastic rings from six-pack 
holders or virtually any other 
foreign item introduced to a 
natural environment. 

Barbara Hanbidge says 
there's only one way to know for 
sure you haven't contributed to 
the slow death of some fish, bird 
or mammal. "The wilderness 
campers have the right idea. 
Everything you bring in with you 
is also brought out again. Every 
last item of man-made material 
has to be accounted for when the 
trip is over."

Innovative insurance 
uses proposed 


Canada Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corporation will consult with 
Canadians regarding two propos¬ 
ed new uses of National Housing 
Act (NHA) mortgage loan insur¬ 
ance, Elmer MacKay, Minister 
responsible for CMHC, has 
announced 

The consultation will deal 
with the potential use of NHA 
insurance to facilitate home 
equity conversion loans and 
shared equity financing, options 
that would allow borrowers to 
meet their housing needs by 
drawing on their own resources. 

Reverse mortgage financing 
would allow senior citizens to 
draw on money from home equity 
while remaining in their own 
homes This method of home 
equity conversion does not 
involve any periodic loan pay¬ 
ments; they are deferred The 
money withdrawn and the ac¬ 
crued interest are repaid when 
the borrowers no longer occupy 
their mortgaged homes “Home 
equity conversion could help 
some senior citizens pay for 
in-home care or allow others a 
higher standard of living," 
MacKay said "Many older 


Canadians own their own homes 
free and clear Home equity is 
often their single most important 
source of wealth, especially those 
who have modest incomes." 

Shared equity financing 
would allow home-buyers to 
exchange potential property ap¬ 
preciation for downpayment 
money or lower interest rates. 
“Shared equity financing could 
help those on the edge of 
homeownership tap into this 
alternative funding source," said 
MacK ay. 

“CMHC is using the consul¬ 
tation process to ask Canadians 
their opinions on how these 
proposed insurance initiatives 
could be structured to best meet 
their needs," he said 

NHA mortgage loan insur¬ 
ance has been the federal 
government's basic instrument 
for the creation, maintenance and 
refinement of the housing finance 
system in Canada for 38 years. 
Since its inception in 1954, NHA 
insurance has assisted 3.1 million 
borrowers in financing nearly 
$120 billion worth of real estate 
NHA insurrance ensures equal 
borrower access to home loans in 


all parts of the country through 
premiums and fees. It also 
facilitates innovations in housing 
finance and promotes competi¬ 
tion in the mortgage market, 
while achieving its mandated 
financial self-sufficiency. 

The two proposals for NHA 
insurance were initially raised 
and discussed at the Halifax 
seniors conference in 1988 and 
CMHC's Toronto housing finance 
conference in 1990.

"While a dandelion patch or 
aphids on roses aren't as large an 
area to deal with as field 
spraying, pesticide safety mea¬ 
sures are just as important in 
your yard and garden," says Pam 
North, a horticulturist at the 
Alberta Tree Nursery and Horti¬ 
culture specialists. 

The first step is determining 
if you have a problem and what it 
is. Next choose the correct 
product. One pesticide does not 
control all problems. Use domes¬ 
tic pesticides which have been 
selected and formulated specific¬ 
ally for lawn and garden use. 

It's important to read the 
label before you begin. It will 
detail rates and precautions Be 
specially careful to follow the 
waiting period between spraying 
and harvesting a food crop 

If the label lists specific 
precautions, Bertha Eggertson, 
provincial clothing and textile 
specialist, recommends protec¬ 
tive clothing. Cover up to 
minimize your exposure. Wear 
long sleeve shirts and pants. 
Don't wear sandals or leather 
shoes. Rubber boots are recom¬ 
mended. Use unlined nitrile 
gloves 

Clothing worn for pesticide 
application should be washed 
immediately after use. Wash 
separately from the regular 
wash. It should be washed twice 
in hot water with a heavy duty 
detergent and then line-dried. 

Don't eat, drink or smoke 
when applying pesticides. Follow 
pesticide use with a shower 
including shampooing your hair.

does not significantly destroy any 
of the main nutrients in milk such 
as calcium, protein, riboflavin, 
and vitamin A. Small amounts of 
some minor nutrients in milk 
(vitamin B1 and vitamin C) are 
lost, but we shouldn't and can't 
rely on milk or milk products for 
these nutrients anyway. They 
come from other foods in our 
diet-foods like breads, cereals, 
fruits and vegetables 

Myth: Raw milk contains 
beneficial enzymes, hormones 
and antibodies which are destroy¬ 
ed by pasteurization 

Fact: There is no scientific 
evidence to support this claim 
And, while it is true that 
enzymes, hormones and anti¬ 
bodies are partially inactivated 
by pasteurization, they would 
likely be inactivated by the 
normal acids and enzymes in 
your stomach anyway. There's no 
possible benefit either way.

The contract was awarded to Carmacks Construction 
Ltd. of Edmonton, lowest of five bidders. The job involves 
the following types of work on Secondary Highway 766: 

- grading and sealed base from the south boundary of 
the County of Mountain View for 4.9 kilometres to the 
north 

- sealed base pavement construction from west of the 
Little Red Deer River for 3.2 kilometres to the County 
of Mountain View north boundary 

- seal coating from north of the county boundary for 6.4 
kilometres to the junction of Secondary Highway 580. 

Adair said: "This cooperative effort between the Govern¬ 
ment of Alberta and the County of Mountain View will bring 
these sections up to modern paved standards and make 
them safer for all drivers. The province will fund the work but 
it will be administered by the county through its consulting 
engineer.”

Prairie rain needed

Much of Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan are in need of timely and 
above normal rainfall to maintain 
crop growth, according to the 
latest Water Supply Conditions 
Report issued by the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Administra¬ 
tion (PFRA). 

The report says crops and 
pastures in northern agricultural 
regions of the prairies and the 
Peace River Region of British 
Columbia are being severely 
stressed by lack of moisture. 

In contrast, most of Mani¬ 
toba has good growing conditions 
with eastern regions of the 
province reporting excellent to 
excessive soil moisture 

Information in the PFRA 
report covers the period to) uly 6, 
1992, and was provided by the 
Prairie Drought Monitoring Net¬ 
work, which includes a number of 
federal and provincial agencies 
and private organizations. 
Alberta 

Streamflows are generally 
within their summer range 

Levels in most major reser¬ 
voirs are normal. The exceptions 
are the Waterton, St Mary and 
Ridge Reservoirs where levels 
are below normal. 

All urban centres and most 
small communities have ade¬ 
quate supplies of water. Some 
smaller communities have start¬ 
ed rationing water to ensure their 
supplies will last until next 
spring. 

On-farm surface water sup¬ 
plies are adequate in north 
central and southeastern regions. 
Shortages are occurring in areas 
to the east and west of Brooks 
and are anticipated in eastern 
and central areas 


Soil moisture levels are well 
below normal in northern and 
southeastern areas. Elsewhere, 
levels are normal due to recent 
rails. 

Pasture conditions are fair to 
good in central areas and poor 
elsewhere.

On-farm surface water sup¬ 
ply shortages have been report¬ 
ed in southwestern areas, and 
more are anticipated. Shortages 
are also expected in northwestern 
areas. 

Surface and subsurface 
moisture conditions are poor in 
areas along the American border, 
and in northwestern and north¬ 
eastern regions of the province. 

Pasture conditions are good 
in the Broadview area, fair in 
central regions, and poor to fair 
elsewhere.
